This evening* a ainor of Troop 330 f of Veiser, Idaho, reported to 
us, a homosexual act performed on hia by an adult, Mr* Art Krigbaum, last 
evening at Troop 330' 3 campsite in Camp Tapawingo* 

Mr* Krigbaura had arrived In Camp Tapawingo on Friday, August 2, 197 ^ , 
to stay with the troop he is registered with. Troop ^9 of Boise, Idaho. 
He stayed overnight Friday, and all day Saturday. 

This -nornlrtgt S unday, August k $ 197^, it was brought to the attention 
of ^ ^^pS3^S6^ ^^^ the Camp Director* that Mr* Kri^baim had stayed over- 
night , not leaving with his troop on Saturday, He was assisting* the 
Commissioners with camp check- in, atjd was invited to stay with the Ssfcow's 
in their cabin. He did leave some of his personal gear in the cabin, 
but deceived to stay the night in his car. It wag discovered that he 
spent the evening from approximately iOtOO P,H* until about 1;00 A.tt« in 
Troop 330 *s campsite, and in the tent of one of the Scouts, allegedly 
telling homosexually suggestive stories* Because of this, Mr* JCrigbatun 
was asked to leave camp by 3tQ0 P,W,, Sunday, which he did without 
question. 

Later* on Sunday evening, it was brought to the attention of 
that more than just story telling had gone on* 



Afte r campfire this evenin g* the Scout involved in the act was inter- 
viewed by pSB^ SSa^BBB^BSSl the Scoutmaster of Troop 330 and B^^-^S l 
BSE Ea g the Camp Director, 

The Scout involved told us that Hr, Krigbaum wanted to talk to the 
Scouts of Troop 330, and this Scout mentioned that his baclc was sore. 
Mr, Krigbaujn then told him that he would give him a massage, which he 
proceeded to do* As Mr, Krigbaum procedded giving the massage, his 
hands went lower, until he was "playing with the Scouts 'personals 1 ". The 
Scout asked him to stop several times, and tried to move Mr. Krigbaum f g 
hand. However, Mr* Krigbaujn would not stop, nor would he move his hand when 
the Scout tried to move it. This continued until about I;00 A *M ♦
